MORE IRISH REBELS 
FACE FIRING. SQUAD 


James Connolly and John 
McDermott Executed in 
Dublin—Premier Asquith 
Reaches Dublin. 


Dublin, May 12.—(Via London.)— 
James Connolly and John McDermott 
were shot this morning for complicity 


in the rebellion. 
The official headquarters’ announce- 


ment regarding the executions is as 
follows: 

“The trial of two prominent leaders 
éf the rebellion whose names weré ap- 
pended to the proclamation issued by 
the so-called provisional government, 


namely James Connolly and John Mc- |! 


Dermott, took place on May 9. The 
sentence of death was returned in 
each case, and the sentences were car- 
ried out this morning after confirma- 
tion by the general commanding in 
chief.” 


Connolly General of Rebels. 

James Connolly was styled by his as- 
sociates commandant general of the 
Irish Republican: army. He was one of 
the seven signers of the proclamation 
issued by the insurgents at Dublin at 
the outbreak .of the revolt. 

Connolly was wounded during’ the 
fighting, and was taken prisoner. His 
thigh bone was broken by a bullet. 

It was announced ,in London Iast 
week that he could not be placed on 
trial at the time on account of his 
wounded condition. 

At the session of the house of com- 
mons yesterday, vehement protests 
were made by Irish members against 
the execution of the rebel leaders, and

CERMANS SMASH 
AT BRITISH LINES 
AND MAKE GAINS 


First Line Trenches in the 
Region of Vermelles Are 
Taken Over a Front of 
About 500 Yards. 


FRENCR GAINING GROUND 


Vantage Points Previously 
Taken by the Germans. 
Sharp Fight in Progress on 
Russian Front. 


London, May 12.—Switching their at- 
tack from the Verdun region against 
the French, the Germans have begun 
again a sharp offensive against the 
British line around Hulluch. 

Preceding their movements with th» 
usual heavy bombardments, the Ger- 
mans launched an infantry§ attack 
against the British lines in the region 
of Vermelles and were successful in 
capturing first line trenches over a 
front of about 500 yards. The British 
admit the loss of the position, but say 
that part of them were retaken in a 
counter attack. 

Berlin declares that in their defense 
of the trenches and especially later in 
the counter attacks the British suffered 
heavy casualties and in addition lost 
men taken prisoner and several ma- 
chine guns captured. 

Around Verdun, the French on the 
left bank of the Meuse have recaptured 
points of vantage previously taken 
from them southeast of Haucourt by 
the Germans. Bombardments are again 
taking place in the vicinity of Le Mort 
Homme and Cumieres, and against the 
French first and second !ine trenches 
on the right bank of the Meuse, between 
the Haudremont wood an! Vaux. A 
German attack southeast of Fort Dou- 
aumont was repulsed. 


SHARP FIGHTING 
ON RUSS FRONT. 


Considerable infantry fighting, which 
as yet has been without result, is in 
progress on the Dvinsk and Jacobstadt 
sectors of the Russian front. Petro- 
grad reports that @erman attacks at 
several points here and farther south 
have been repulsed. 

In the Austro-Italian theater, intense 
artillery actions are ensuing in the Col 
di Lana zone, and the Italians have 
put down two Austrian attempts at 
attack against captured positions on 
Mount Cukla. 

Petrograd reports further progress 
for the Russians fighting against the 
Turks near the Persian frontier, with 
Bagdad as their objective. Here the 
Turks attempted to take the offensive, 
but Petrograd says the movement was 
repulsed. Farther north, near Asch- 
kala, which is situated some 50 miles 
west of Erzerum the Russians claim 
to have made further progress west- 
ward. This, however, is at variance 
with the claims of Constantinople, 
which says the Russians. driven out 
of their positions at Mount Kope, west 
of Erzerum, are making every effort 
to maintuin themselves in new posi- 
tions. 


BRITISH ADMIT 
LOSS OF TRENCH. 


London, May 12.—About 500 vards of 
British trenches in the region of Ver- 
melles were captured by the Germans 
Thursday night, but later the British, 
in a counter attack, took back a por- 
tion of their lost ground, according to 
the British official communication, is- 
sued this evening. The communication 
says: 

“Yesterday eVening, after a heavy 
preliminary bombardment, the enemy 
succeeded in capturing about 500 yards 
of our front trenches northeast of Ver- 
melles. We regained a portion of the 
ground lost by a counter attack made 
during the night. 

“Today there has been no further in- 
fantry action, but considerable artil- 
lery activity has been shown in this 
neighborhood. 

“Further north, opposite Cuinchy, we 
bombarded the enemy’s positions. 
Otherwise there has been nothing but 
minor artillery duels at various points 
on the front, principally in the region 
of Thiepval, Neuville-St. Vaast, Mas- 
sines, Voormezeele, St. Eloi and east 
of Ypres.” 


FRENCH CHECK 
GERMAN RUSHES. 


Paris, May 12.—Two attempts by the 
Germans last night to recapture posi- 
tions on the western slope of Dead 
Man Hill, taken by the French on 
May 10, were frustrated by the French 
artillery fire. Artillery is active about 
the Avocourt wood and the bombard- 
ment in the Douaumont-Vaux section 
continues, according to the official war 
office report dssued today. 

The statement follows: 

“On the left bank of the Meuse (Ver- 
dun front) there was intense artillery 
activity from the sector of the wood of 
Avocourt to Dead Man Hill. The Ger- 
mans vainly attempted to dislodge us 
during the night from the positions we 
captured May 10 on the western slope 
of the hill. Two successive attacks 
were repulsed by our fire. 

“On the right bank the bombardment 
in the region of Douaumont-Vaux con- 
tinued. 

“There was relative calm on the rest 
of the front.” 


Paris, May 12.—The foliowing offi- 
cial communication was issued this 
evening: 

‘On the left bank of the Meuse the 
fighting today permitted us to enlarge 
noticeably our positions southeast of 
Haucourt. A spirited bombardment oc- 
curred in the region of Le Mort Homme 
and Cumieres. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
there was a Violent bombardment. of 
our first and second line trenches be- 
tween the Haudremont wood and Vaux. 
A German attack against our trenches 
southeast of Fort Douaumont was com- 
pletely repulsed. 

“On the rest of the front artillery ac- 
tions, which were especially spirited in 
Champagne and in the Vosges, have 
occurred.” 

Belgian communication: ‘After a vio- 
lent shelling of our works in the en- 
virons of Dixmude, Germen = detach- 
ments twice attempted to occupy an 
element of trenches on the hank of the 
Yser. Both attacks were repulsed. The 
Belgian artillery has directed a concen-

CHURCH MAY LIFT 
AMUSEMENT: BAN 


Northern Methodists May 
Abolish Expulsion Penalty 
for Members Who Dance, 
Play Cards and Attend 
Theaters. 


Saratoga Springs, N. Y., May 12.— 
Members gf the Methodist Episcopal 
church who play cards, dance and at- 
tend the theater will no longer be 
liable to expulsion, if recommendations 
inade by a sub-committee of the gen- 
eral conference, which has been con- 
sidering the question of amusements, 
are adopted by the committee on the 
State of the church and later by the 
conference. The report was offered to 
the main committee late today, and 
after an acrimonious discussion, action 
was deferred until Monday. 

By a vote of 10 to 8 the sub-com- 
mittee recommended the elimination 
from the book of discipline of the 
Clause prohibiting these amusements, 
and offered as a substitute an addi- 
tional paragraph in which warning is 
made against the diversions. The ef- 
fect of the proposed change is to re- 
move the absolute prohibition, but to 
place the church on record as still 
strongly opposed to these forms of 
amusement. A minority report was 
submitted advising the retention of the 
paragraph as it stands. 

It was maintained by those favor- 
ing removal of the restriction that the 
penalty now provided is not enforced 
in any church, and that the effect 
upon young people will be much great- 
er if a provision that cannot be en- 
forced is withdrawn, and a general 
warning issued that the church does 
not sanction “dancing, playing at 
Zames of chance, attending’ theaters, 
horse races, circuses, dancing parties, 
or patronizing dancing schools.” Op- 
position to the change is based on the 
allegation that it means the church 
is “letting down the bars.” 

Church and Unien Labor. 

The delegates were brought to a 
high pitch of excitement today by a 
proposal, submitted in the report of 
the commission on social service, which 
is designed to place the church on rec- 
ord as indorsing the preferential shop, 
which, it was charged, will lead later 
to the closed shop. If this is adopt- 
ed, according to delegates who spoke 
in opposition, it will place the church 
in the position of specifically indorsing 
the methods of labor unions, and will 
result in the abolishment of the “open 
shop” system in the publishing plants 
of the Methodist Book Concern, in Cin- 
cinnati and Chicago. Although tech- 
nically “open,” the plant at New York 
city now employs only union labor. 

Speakers who sought favorable ac- 
tion asserted that this stand is neces- 
sary if the church is to hope ever to 
win the friendship of labor men. 

Harry F. Ward, of Boston, Mass., 
who made a vigorous plea for the 
move, urged that Christian labor lead- 
ers, who are making an effort to wrest 
the leadership of unions from unworthy 
|men, require the support of the church 
if they are to be successful. 

“What you do today,” he declared, 
“will help or hinder our efforts to 
advance the gospel among 20,000,000 
persons who are connected directly or 
indirectly with labor unions. This is 
the largest unevangelized group in the 
world.” 

Opposing the report, Federal Judge 
John M. Killit, of Toledo, Ohio, de- 
clared that the church should not put 
its activities under the control of or- 
ganized labor. Henry C. Jennings, of 
Cincinnati, gencral agent of the Book 
Concern, asserted that large numbers 
of Methodists are not members of labor 
unions and that the church should not 
discriminate in favor of one class of 
workmen, The debate will be continued 
tomorrow. 

Proposal to Amend Apostles’ Creed. 

A proposal to amend the apostles’ 
creed by substituting the words 
“church universal” for “holy catholic 
church.” caused a debate in which op- 
ponents of the change asserted that 
the meaning of the phrase was misun- 
derstood by young persons and by for- 
eign converts to Methodism. The de- 
termination of the matter was left to 
the board of bishops. 

The election of new bishops, although 
set for tomorrow, will not be held be- 
fore next Tuesday, it was learned to- 
night. At least five new bishops will 
be chosen in succession to three who 
have died since the Minneapolis con- 
ference of 1912, and two who will be 
retired. Whether tite board of bish- 
ops will be enlarged will depend on 
the committee on episcopacy’s recom- 
mendations concerning the establish- 
ment of other episcopal areas in Eu- 


rope.

Soon after coming to Atlanty, and 
in connection with the enforcement of 
the Harrison act, Bouldin claims, ac- 
cording to Hopkins, to have .ob- 
tained evidence that the Jacobs 
Pharmacy was violating the law: 
that it had filled prescriptions for nar- 
cotic drugs, knowing them to have been 
forged. He charged this in Hopking’ 
office, says Hopkins, and there declared 
according to Hopkins’ statement, that 
“unless a payment of $2,000 was made 
to him” he would “have the pharmacy 
indicted.” 

‘I know this statement on his part 
was a deliberate lie,” says Hopkins in 
his statement, and he reported the mat- 
ter to Mr. Alexander, the district at- 
torney. 

It was on the day following when 
Mr. Bouldin, with Dr. Case, again vis- 
ited the attorney’s office that the fistic 
encounter occurred. 

Hopkins Makes Statement. 


Mr. Hopkins Friday issued a signed 
statement, giving his version of the 
whole affair, which folows in full: 

“Several years ago a druggist named Case 
had a substantial personal disagreement with 
Dr. Joseph Jacobs, my client. After leav- 
ing the drug business he was made an in- 
spector in the revenue department, located 
at Atlanta.

to Mr. Alexander that so far as I was 
able to determine, the @emand of Bouldin 
completely complied with every essential 
element of the definition of blackmail. 

“To this Mr. Alexander replied that his 
own office was not conducted upon that 
plane; that he appreciated the action of the 
Jacobs Pharmacy company in declining to 
fill prescriptions for narcotics; believed that 
this voluntary action upon the part of my 
client had been of very great aid to the 
government in attempting to enforce the 
narcotic law, and that he would not recom- 
mend any indictment unless it should be 
for a clear and material violation of the 
law. - 

“The matter was in particular charge of 
one of Mr. Alexander’s assistants .and the 
papers were in a locked desk and Mr. Alex- 
ander was unable to get at them. 

“On the following day /Bouldin came to 
my office during my absence. This was 
communicated to me and an hour later in the 
afternoon was set, at which time he and Dr. 
Case called. 

“Bouldin stated that he had been prom- 
ised that an indictment would be presented 
the grand jury on that or the following 
day, but that after our conversation he had 
been informed by the district attorney’s of- 
fice that the matter would not be then pre- 
sented, and that he wanted to explain why 
he had not indicted my client in compli- 
ance with his threats and upon a failure of 
the pharmacy company to pay the _biack- 
mail demand. He then stated that I could 
ask Dr. Case any questions I desired. 

“I accepted the invitation, and proceeded 
to ask Dr. Case if he had not had the per- 
sonal trouble with Dr. Jacobs, and if his 
whole activities in the matter were not the 
result of this personal feeling on his part. 
Bouldin refused to let Case answer these 
questions, and both he and Case arose and 
angry words passed between us. I followed 
the two into a narrow hall, standing be- 
tween them. I turned to speak to Case, 
upon my right, and Bouldin, upon my left, 
struck me a light blow in the face which, 
in place of sending me reeling iato @ cor- 
ner, was not sufficient to either abrase the 
skin or make a bruise. Just as he struck 
me my boy, having heard the voices, fell 
upon Bouldin, and all desire upon the lat- 
ter’s part to fight was instantly taken out 
of him. The moment this happened, I de- 
voted my entire attention to Case, but was 
unable, even by the use of extreme lan- 
guage, to persuade him to fight; and the two 
blackguards left my office. 

Complied With Law. 

“The pharmacy company has, from the 
enactment of the narcotic law, endeavored 
in every possible way to comply not only 
with the letter but the spirit of that law, 
and the rules enacted by the department, 
the legality of some of which is clearly 
questionable. 

“There is nothing in the law which pro- 
hibits the filling of a prescription sent in 
by mail, this being an‘ exceedingly com- 
mon occurrence. But, upon suggestion that 
this was objectionable to the department, 
my client immediately ceased filling such 
prescriptions. 

‘“‘There is nothing in the law fixing a max- 
imum amount which can be prescribed by 
a physician. I am informec that the de- 
partment issued an order fixing a maxi- 
mum. This was promptly complied with 
by the pharmacy company. Subsequently 
this maximum was reduced, and again my 
client complied with the rule. 

“Finally the pharmacy company, being 
not only in thorough sympathy with the 
law and the-object sought by it, but also 
being annoyed by the red tape surround- 
ing the matter, voluntarily determined to 
fill no more’ narcotic prescriptions, and cut 
that part of its business out. 

“This action was very gratefully recelv- 
ed by Mr. Blalock, and tme company was 
congratulated. 

“The attempt upon the part of Bouldin 
and Case to blackmail my client, through 
the avenue of an indictment, appears not 
to have ceased. If they are under the im- 
pression that they can facilitate this at- 
tempt by involving me personally, they are 
in as great error as when they thought my 
client could be blackmailed.” 


NO BASIS FOR PEACE 
IN GERMAN OVERTURES 


Lord Robert Cecil, However, 
Says Latest Proposals Are 


Not So Insolent. 


— 


London, May 12.—‘The latest peace 
overtures said to be of German origin, 
while not as insolent and impossible as 
previous statements on the same sub- 
ject, certainly do not yet offer a basis 
for negotiations,’ said Lord Robert 
Cecil, minister of war trade, in discuss- 
ing with the Associated Press the latest 
reputed German peace terms. Lord 
Robert continued: 

“We have never received, either offi- 
cially or unofficially, any direct peace 
suggestions from Germany, and the 
only indirect overtures we are aware 
of appear in the speeches of Chancellor 
von Bethmann-Hollweg and the recent 
German note to America. We would 
not think of discussing or even consid- 
ering any overtures without consulting 
our allies. No formal or informal con- 
ie tes for this purpose ever has taken 
place. 

“In diplomatic procedure, a neutral 
is hardly likely to make any sugges- 
tion of peace tenms unless certain they 
are acceptable to the recipient. 

“If Germany should decide to ap- 
proach us through the medium of the 
United States, the latter would have 
to use its own judgment as to whether 
or not to deliver the request.”’ 

While Ee any knowledge of 
the internal conditions of Germany, 
Lord Robert declared that the increas- 
ing reports of peace overtures indicate 
there is some truth to the stories that 
the central powers are in desperate 
straits.

POLICE WILL ENFORCE 


NITNEY BUS ORDINANCE 


Bond and Fee Are Up to Higher 
Court, But Other Pro- 


visions Stand. 


By a ruling handed down by City 
Attorney James L. Mayson, members 
of the police department will start en- 
forcing certain parts of the jitney bus 
ordinance Saturday morning. 

The letter from Mr. Mayson t Chief 
of Police W. M. Mayo was as follows: 


Dear Chief: With reference to the jitney 
bus ordinance. 

The court’s present order enjoins us from 
enforcing the ordinance as to requiring a 
bond of $5.000 and as to collecting the fees 
thereon. 

But all other provisions of the ordinance 
such as having a regular route, overcrowd- 
ing, and sanitary regulations, are to be en- 
forced. 

I have agreed that they have this after- 
noon in which to discriminate these pro- 
visions. 

Beginning with tomorrow these provis- 
ions should be enforced. 

presume you have a copy of the ordi- 
nance, but I inclose copy for your cohven- 
ience. Yours very truly,

As interpreted by police officials, all 
jitney drivers will be forced to keep 
their machines in good condition, to 
designate the route which they will 
traverse, keep from overcrowding their 
machines, from soliciting passengers in 
a loud voice and from parking on the 
streets. 


Supercedeas Is Granted. 

Atlanta jitney men are elated this 
morning over the ruling of Judge Bell 
Friday afternoon in the Fulton supe- 
rior court, when a supercedeas was 
granted. The ruling of Judge Bell 
means that the jitney men will operate 
unhampered for many months at least, 
and that wildcat jitney drivers will be 
forced out of business at once. 

Only those jitney men who jointly 
and severally sign a bond payable to 
the city in the sum of $1,000 will con- 
tinue to receive the benefits of the in- 
junction, according to Judge J. Coy 
Pearce, of the Jitney Bus club, who has 
called a special meeting for this morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock, in 920-26 Empire 
building, when all jitney men are re- 
quired to be presént and have the de- 
cision explained to them in detail by 
their attorneys, Colonel Thomas B. Fel- 
der, Colonel Owens Johnson and Leon- 
ard J. Grossman. 

Judge George Bell’s decision reads: - 

‘‘The order of the court aforesaid is hereby 
superceded insofar as it provides for the giv- 
ing of a bond as a condition precedent to 
the operation of a jitney bus, but all other 
provisions of the ordinance except the pro- 
vision requiring the payment of a license 
fee, which was held void by the court, are 
not interfered with by said order and the 
defendants have privilege and authority to 
enforce same pending further prosecution of 
this case. 

‘‘However, it is made a condition of this 
supersedeas that the plaintiff execute a bond 
payable to the city of Atlanta in the sum of 
$1,000, subject to the following conditions, 
namely, should the city of Atlanta prevail 
in its contention in said case and it be 
held that the license fees in said ordinance 
are collectible then and in that event plain- 
tiffs shall pay to the city of Atlanta the 
sum of $1,000 but, if the provisions of said 
ordinance are not enforcibla then said 
bond to be void.’’ 


THOUSANDS 10 MARCH

145,100 Men and Women Will

New York, May 12.—Approximately 
145,000 men and women, representing 
every phase of New York's business 
and professional life, will parade here 
tomorrow to testify their belief in 
national preparedness, it was said to- 
day by those in charge of the great 
demonstration.

What Germany Urges. 


“It is urged by the Germans, how- 
ever, that under Article 29 of the decla- 
ration of London articles serving ex- 
clusively to aid the sick or wounded 
may not be treated as contraband of 
war. Leaving aside the question 
whether the declaration of London ap- 
plies to the question at issue it should 
be pointed out that there are in any 
case very few articles which can be 
used exclusively to aid the sick or 
wounded. Attempts have been made to 
draw up lists, but it has been found 
impossible to obtain any general agree- 
ment among belligerents on such lists. 
In view of these difficulties and the 
fact that to distinguish *between what 
is intended for the wounded or for the 
civil population or for the troops of 
Germany has now become impossible, 
owing to the hith war organization 
which has been evolved, the allied gov- 
ernments have been obliged to insist 
that Article 29 of the declaration of 
London can in the present circum- 
stances be held to applw only to Red 
Cross supplies which are dispatched 
by a neutral nation to a properly or- 
ganized Red Cross unit under full con- 
trol of that nation.”’ 

Tt was made known at Washington 
yesterday that the United States was 
preparing to protest to Great Britain 
against its refusal to allow shipment 
of hospital supplies by the American 
Red Cross to Germany and her allies.

The war department had no in- 
formation that Major Langhorne and 
his four troops of cavalry had crossed 
the line, but assumed that he had done 
so if there was a hot trail to follow. 
In all six troops now are near or at 
the border near where the bandits re- 
crossed into Mexico. It is toward this 
point that the Carranza forces from 
Piedras Negras, numbering about 1,500, 
men, are understood to be heading. Of- 
ficials saw no reason to suspect any 
but friendly intentions behind the 
movement.

Mr. Connolly lived for several years 
in New York, where he was active as 
a socialist and writer on labor topics. 
He returned to Ireland about five years 
ago to assist in organizing the Irish 
labor party. He was about 50 years 
old. 

McDermott Brilllant Orator. 


John McDermott was known to 
Irishmen in the United States as one 
of the most brilliant orators in Ire- 
land and as one of the so-called inner 
circle of revolutionists active in the 
reecnt uprising. Authorities in this 
country on Irish affairs say that he 
was one of the original organizers of 
the Irish volunteers in November, 
1913, in Dublin. 

At the outbreak of the war McDer- 
mott, comparatively a young man, was 
editor of Irish ‘reedom, a WDubli¥ 
journal ardently opposed to recruiting 
among the Irish for the British army, 
and the paper was suppressed. Me- 
Dermott, according to his friends in 
this country, made an anti-recruiting 
public speech and was arrested and 


sentenced to four months in jail. 

During a visit of Queen Mary to 
Dublin several years ago McDermott, 
his friends declare, was urrested dur- 
ing a disturbance, and so roughly han- 
dled by the. police that he became per- 
manently a cripple.» 


PREMIER ASQUITH 
REACHES DUBLIN. 


Dublin, May 12.—(Via London.)—Pre- 
mier Asquith arrived in Dublin today 
and was taken in an automobile to the 
vice regal lodge. The premier’s pro- 
gram for the day was first a confer- 
ence with departmental chiefs and aft- 
erward consultation with General Max- 


well in regard to the military situation 
which is well in hand. 

It is reported that in all likelihood 
a proclamation will be issued shortly 
abolishing martial law, the provisions 
of which have been greatly modified in 
the last few days.

The high level to which junk of vari- 
ous kinds has recently risen has 
brought on a reign of petty thievery 
never before equalled here. 

The worst feature of this particular 
kind of petty crimes grows out of the 
Btripping oo vacant dwellings for 
plumbing fixtures. A family movea 
out of a house which has already been 
rented to another party, but it per- 
haps remains vacant for two or three 
days, and in the meantime the alert 
thieves break into the building under 
cover of darkness and remove from it 
every pound of lead and brass that is 
movable. In some dwellings damage 
that cannot be repaired for less than 
$200 has been done. The lead is melt- 
ed up so as to be unrecognizable when 
offered for sale, and the brass, or much 
of it, is sent to other places to be dis- 
posed of.

Sub-Committee—Supple- 
mentary Report. 


Washington,"”"'Mayes12. — Reopened 
hearings before ‘nate judiciary 
subcommittee i .gating the fitness 
of Louis D. FB .deis for the supreme 
bench begs and ended today with 
the introduction of testimony regarding 
Mr. Brandeis’ connection as counsel 
with the merger last January of the 
United Drug company and the Riker- 
Hegeman Drug Stores company, and a 
statement by Commissioner Harlan 
that Mr. Brandeis’ services to the inter- 
state commerce commission in the five 
per cent advance rate case were emi- 
nently satisfactory. 

The subcommittee, which already has 
recommended by a vote of three to two 
confirmation of the Brandeis nomina- 
tion, will draft a supplementary re- 
port when today’s evidence has been 
printed, There was no indication to- 
night as to when a vote in the full 
committee might be expected. 

Louis K. Liggett, of Boston, a direc- 
tor of the United Drug company, Fred- 
erick E. Snow, his attorney, and George 
W. Anderson, United States district at- 
torney at Boston, told today of Mr. 
Brandeis being employed to give an 
opinion to Mr. Liggett as to the validity 
of the drug merger and of his effort to 
convince Mr. Anderson, that the con- 
solidation was not in violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. Mr. Anderson 
said he made a final report to the de- 
partment of justice adverse to the mer- 
ger on April 12, and he had not been 
informed as yet whether he should be- 
ogg proceedings against the parties 
S. 

Commissioner Harlan stated that Mr. 

Brandeis was emplayed by the commis- 
sion not to represent the shippers, but 
the public, in seeing that all the facts 
in the rate case were presented. He 
said he would have regarded him as 
failing in his duty if he had withheld 
any important conclusions he reached 
in regard to the case. Both statements 
were drawn out in answer to criticisms 
of Mr. Brandeis because in his closing 
argument of the case he said the net 
operating revenues of the carriers were 
too small. 
Senators Borah and Works cross-ex- 
amined the commissioner at length. 
Senator Borah pointed out that in his 
letter to Mr. Brandets employing him, 
Mr. Harlan had stated that the rail- 
roads would fully present their side, 
and asked Mr. Brandeis to undertake 
the burden of presenting the other 
side. The commissioner replied that 
the statements quoted had to be taken 
in connection with others in the lat- 
ter, and that Mr. Brandeis was retain- 
ed to get before the commission a com- 
plete record of all sides of the case, 
which he did. He said he was sure he 
was voicing the sentiments of all the 
members of the commission in saying 
Mr. Brandeis’ work was satisfactory.

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GEORGIA’S PEACH CROP. 


The Georgia peach crop is an institution 
in which the state has come to put regular 
dependence as a source of sure and definite 
return each year regardless of weather con- 
ditions which may or may not seriously af- 
fect it. 7 , 

_ Last year with one of Georgia’s largest 
‘crops, peaches sold at 65 to 90 cents a 
crate. This year with a 30 per cent reduc- 
tion in the crop due to weather conditions, 
it is predicted the fruit will sell at $1.50 
per crate and even higher. This means a 
good profit to the grower and a return to 
the state even larger in the aggregate than 
that for the bigger crop. 

Georgia shipped 4,468 cars of peaches 
last year, while the total crop this year will, 
according to advices received by the Geor- 
gia Fruit exchange, go little over 3,300 cars. 
Crop decrease in the central and southern 
sections of the state is in spots. Some or- 
chards are completely devastated, while 
others have full crops. It is the northern 
section of the state which has fared worst 
from the weather, as it is stated not over 
$50 cars all told will come out of north 
Georgia this year. 

The fruit exchange has made arrange- 

ments for distributing the Georgia crop 
‘throughout all the territory east of the Mis- 
sissippi as far southwest as New Orleans 
and as far northeast as Montreal. The crop 
will be handled through special agents and 
brokers in some 250 cities and towns within 
that territory, and shipped at-such time as 
the demand indicates is best. 
Advices from practically all points in 
that territory indicate favorable business 
conditions. The Florida citrus fruits sold 
well and at good prices, although the crop 
was a large one; and another interesting 
factor in upholding the price of the Georgia 
crop is the fact that this year’s Texas crop 
is short by about 1,000 cars as compared 
with 1915. As the Texas and the Georgia 
crops come along at about the same time, 
this is sure to have material effect on the 
market. 

It is anticipated Georgia will get more 
than $4,000,000 for her peach crop this year, 
which is a handsome return for a single 
variety of fruit. : 


PEANUT PROFITS. 
Elisha Lott, of Coffee county, adjoining 
‘Ware, made $6,195 net last year from 150 
acres of peanuts. The story is told in a re- 
cent bulletin issued by the department of 
agriculture. 

If Mr. Lott had made 150 bales of cotton, 
a bale to the acre, and sold it at $60 a bale, 
possibly the best he could have hoped for, 
considering essential fertilization and atten- 
tion to the crop, would have been around 
$4,000 net, or fully $3 1-3 per cent less than 
he made from his peanuts, which required 
less care and whose yield could never have 
been in as great doubt. 

But Mr. Lott did more than that with his 
peanuts. After harvesting his crop he 
turned hogs into the field—-300 of them— 
and they gained an average of 75 pounds 
each. This and the hay which wént to 
cattle, were not included in the net figures. 
Here are 22,500 pounds of meat and many 
tons of hay, on top of a net profit from the 
peanuts themselves of $41.30 per acre. 

In the face of such facts as these, why 
should anyone attempt an argument? They 
tell the story eloquently. 

Moreover, the peanut igs becoming rapidly 
a cash money crop that will soon rival 
cotton seed. Two or three mills are under 
construction in Georgia today for compress- 
ing peanut oil which has a large and grow- 
ing variety of uses. Peanut butter is a 
staple article of food, and peanut meal will 
stand beside cotton seed meal in importance 
and value. 

With the coming of peanut oil mills the 
industry will be built on the same scale as 


that of cotton seed oil. It will be only nec- 
essary for the grower to deliver his peanuts 
to the mill and exchange them for ready 
cash. Such mills will ultimately dot the 
state as do cotton seed oil mills today. 

It is the cash market that is of impor- 
tance to the farmer, and as it is developed 
he will find ready relief from the one-crop 
yoke. That the peanut will serve its part, 
and a splendid one at that, in bringing this 
relief, is already an established fact. 


THE PACKING HOUSE PLAN. 


The packing house plan of developing 
diversified agriculture along the best and 
most efficient lines is coming not only in 
Georgia, but throughout the south. 

At a public meeting held in Orangeburg, 
S. C., a few days ago, $80,000 was subscribed 
at once for the erection there of a $160,000 
plant. ,. 

It was a meeting that brought together 
the people from all the country roundabout. 
The gathering was backed and participated 
in by the South Carolina department of agri- 
culture and the federal demonstration agents 
who are at work in that state. Everybody 
indorsed the project, most conspicuously 
among them being farmers and their repre- 
sentatives. 

Those attendant upon the meeting real- 
ized at once that one of the most important 
factors in the development of this industry 
was the question of freight rates. Rates 
must be such as to encourage and build the 
industry, which can not hope for establish- 
ment on any other than a reasonably prof: 
itable business basis. Quoting one of the 
speakers at the meeting, The Orangeburg 
Times and Democrat makes this statement: 


Another important matter in the suc- 
cessful managemént of a packing house 
is the question of freight rates. It is 
essential, said Mr. Long, not only that 
hogs \.can be. shipped to Orangeburg in 
carload lots, but the small independent 
farmers must be able to ship one, two 
or three hogs as well. These are like- 
wise favorable. A rate has been effected 
for the small shipper of hogs that will 
enable hin¥ to ship them to the packing 
house. One hundred hogs, weighing 
about 200 pounds ench, could be shipped 
to Orangeburg for about $33 from many 
points in this state, as against about 
$60 to packing houses in Richmond. A 
single hog can be shipped 100 miles in 
South Carolina at a cost of 70 cents, thus 
placing the packing house at Orange- 
burg within reach of the man with a 
small number of hogs. 


It is this freight rate problem that con- 
fronts Georgia right upon the very threshold 
of the establishment of the packing house 
industry, in several new sections of the 
state. The railroads of Georgia are today 
asking the state railroad commission to 
grant increases on cattle on the hoof, fresh 
meats and packing house products, thus 
catching the industry between Scylla and 
Charybdis, and threatening it in both direc- 
tions. 

Considering their apparent efforts to pro- 
mote agricultural industry along their lines 
and in all parts of the state, it is impossible to 
conceive what the railroads can be thinking 
of in insisting upon rate increases that must 
necessarily undermine this development 
upon the most important lines along which 
it has advanced in the last two decades. 

If Georgia’s railroads want to build new 
business, if they are looking to the future to 
give them a greater volume of traffic, they 
have gone at the solution of the problem 
backwards.

At Grant Park Sunday

BY APPEALS JUDGES 


Temporary Administrators 
Are Placed in Charge of 
Estate of: Jim Smith and 
Appeal Granted. 


By an order issued yesterday the 
United States circuit court of appeals 
has placed the estate of James M. 
Smith, valued at approximately $2,500,- 
000, back in the hands of the original 
administrators appointed by the ordi- 
nary of Oglethorpe county prior to 
United States District Judge Mmory 
Speer’s decision granting the petition 
of Louisiana heirs for the appointment 
of federal court receivers; granted the 
application for an appeal, and granted 
a stay of proceedings until such appeal 
shall be heard. This probably will 
be during the October term of the cir- 
cuit court of appeals. 

In the opinion handed down by 
Judges Don A. Pardee and R. W. Walk- 
er, United States circuit judges, and 
W. J. Grubbs, district judge of Ala- 
bama, toattemp is made to determine 
the question of the United States 
court’s jurisdiction, and counsel for 
interests not favored by the opinion 
raised a point, after the decision had 
been rendered, as to whether or not 
the United States court of appeals has 
the jurisdiction to decide the right of 
the United States district court to as- 
sume jurisdiction in the case. It is 
also intimated that an appeal might 
be taken to the United States supreme 
court from the United States circuit 
court of appeals’ decision. 

Zadok Smith Side Pleased. 

Friday’s decision is taken by the 
Zadok Smith claimants.as being a de- 
cided victory, so far as the case has 
progressed, since they and the tem- 
porary administrators filed the appli- 
cation for an appeal and stay of pro- 
ceedings.

| Secretary Lansing ‘Doesn’t/ 


_ Think’ German Prize Is 
Protected by Treaty. 


Norfolk, Va., May 12.—The former 
British owners of the steamship 
Appam, brought to Hampton. Roads 
February 1 by a German prize crew, 
were successful in prelimirary spar- 
ring when the hearing of the libel case 
for possession of the vessel and cargo 
opened in federal court here today. 
They succeeded, over protests of coun- 
sel for the German government, in 
having admitted into evidence a com- 
munication’ from Secretary Lansing to 
Ambassador Bernstorff, dated March 2, 
in which the secretary expressed the 
opinion that the liner did not fall with- 
fhe the protecting clauses of the 
Prussian-American treaty of 1799, as 
contended by Germany, because she 
came into port alone. 

The state department, contrary to 
what has heretofore been generally 
understood, expressed the view that 
the treaty granted asylum for vessels 
of war accompanying prizes, but does 
not cover the spoils of war deposited 
in an American port. It was pointed 
out, however, that this was 4 legal 
question that should. be passed upon

by which the former owners hope to 
aete that Germany herself had ad- 
mitted that prizes of war cannot be 
admitted into neutral ports under cir- 
cumstances similar to those attending 
the Appam case.

Three officers of the Appam 
declared they heard members of. the 
rize crew threaten to destroy the ship 
y means of bombs already placed in 
ease of mutiny by the British crew. 
Another said he saw boxes of gold bul- 
lion removed from the Appam to the 
German raider Moewe, her captor. 
William Dennits, chief officer of the 
Appam, gave her position when cap- 
tured as latitude 33.19 north; longitude 
14.24 west, which is 100 miles from 
the position designated by Lieutenant 
Berg, commander of the prize crew. 
This testimony was intended to show 
that the vessel was 1,590 miles from
